scone of this census. 
However certain information an 
these anerations 
has heen ohtained in the censis 
of manufactures and 
is included my same of the 
slimmarv industrv 
renorts and in ihe State renorts.

There is no other industrial 
classification 
svstem in widesnread use. nor is 


goer ANnV other 
aeneral-nurnase svstem 
descrihed in detail in 
official manuals or other 
nuhlished documents. 
Awareness of the STC hv hisiness 
analvsts. exX- 
ecutives. statisticians. research 
scholars. an 
others has arown ranidlv and will 
continue ime) in- 
creasel narticularlv in view of 
the adantahilitv of 
the decimal numeric svstem in 
mechanical pro- 
cessing. 

The STC divides ant activities 
into hroad in- 
dustrial * ae 
(manu facturina minina — retail. 
aariculture ete.) Tt further 
suhdivides each 
division into maior industrv 
arauns. then into 


industrv arauns. and finallv into 


detailed industries. 
The numherina svstem nrovides 
flexihilitwv. ner- 
mitting use of classification at 
VATIONS levels of 
detail accordina to the snecific 
needs and ses
